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Continuation of the Knowledg of Medals. 


The fifth Rule concerning the Reverfe which renders Me- 
dals more or lefs fine andelegant. —

“SM HE oldeft Roman Medals were nothing but 
mere Brafs, without any Figures.or Notes: 

Servius Tullius was the. firft who imprefs’d the 

Image of a Ball or Ram upon.them; and from 

thence they were call’d Pecunia from Pecus,; It is faid that 
“fanus coin’d Medals in Italy feven hundred Years before 
the Foundation of Rowe,and was the Inventor of Money : 
but others afcribe the Invention to Saturn, who was Fa- 
nus’sGueft; and the Faces of thof{: Medals reprefent ei- 
ther ‘fanus’s Head, or the Heads of Fanus and Saturz to- 
gether, join’d by the hinder Parts, and the Reverfe bears 
the Stern of aShip. Such wasthe Strate of Medals until 
the Romans had fubdued all Italy, that is, until the Year 
of Rome 484. andthe Time of C. Fabius the Painter, and 
Q. Ogulnius Gallus Cofs : when Silver Medals were firit 
coin’d, and thoféofGold about fixty two Years after; and 
then both Sides of the Medals were made neat and ele- 
gant, the Reprefentation of Rowe or fome Deity fucceed- 
ing the Head of Samus on the Face fide, and on. the Re- 
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verfe were Caffor and Pollux on Horfe-back, or Vidory 
driving a Chariot with two or four Horfes, whence came 
the Denomination of Vidforiati, Bigati and Quadrigati 


whereas the: firfk were called Ratité from Ratis the Ship 
that they reprefented. Aind! foon. after the Coiners im-. 
printed their own Names, and what concern’d the Ho- 
nour of their own Families on the Medals. C. Julius Ca- 
far having received the Government of the Roman Com- 
monwealth as perpetual Dictator, had alfo Power granted 
him to imprefs his Head upon the Money, and add what 
Figures he pleafed upon the Reverfe ; and afterwards the 

Medals exprefs’d whatever the Ambition of the Emperor, 

or the Flattery of the People thought fit. And whereas. 
thofe Medals do fometimes fupply the Defect of Hiftory, 

the Explanation of the Medals is fometimes alfo fought 

for in Hiftory. 

That the Value and Gracefulnefs of the Reverfe of Me- 
dals may be rightly underftood, we mutt obferve that they 
are of divers kinds: for fometimes we perceive certain 
Figures or Perfons, and fometimes publick Monu- 
ments upon them ; at other times there is nothing but a 
bare Infcription, which we muft not confound with the 
Letters that encompafs the Circle, and which we com- 
monly call the Legend. The Infcription does now and 
then exhibit the Epochas, illuftrious Actions of Princes, 
deferved Favour, and other things of that Nature, but 
always with a witty Brevity ; whereas of late it is very 
common for the Germans and :Dutchto load their Medals 
with prolix Infcriptions. , 

The Medals which exhibit Figures or Perfons are 
efteemed according tothe Number and Habitude of the 
Figures and Perfons exhibited; for thofe which do only 
reprefent fome Vertue or Divinity, and contain nothing 
which conduces to Hiftory, are tobe numbred amongit: 
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thecommon fort ; but thofe imprefs’d with fome Face on 
both fides are not of this fort, but have a Place amongft 
thofe which are more rare. 

Monuments, any Event related by Letters, andthe Fi- 
gures of Animals, the more they are foreign,. the more 
they are valuable. 

The Order of ranking Medals, as to the Reverfe, is 
either common, as when thofe of the fame Emperor are 
placed in order; or more learned, as when the Order of 
them is digefled according to the Years when they denote 
fuch an one’s having been Conful or Tribune, which is 
Occo’s Method. Ojfeliws found out a more neat way of 
digefting them, by placing the Heads of Emperors in an 
uninterrupted Series, and then by making feparate Col- 
leCtions of thofe Medals which relate to Geography, the 
Images of Deities, Feats of Peaceand War, Religion and 
publick Buildings. 

Our Author has alfo learned Obfervations of the Metal- 
lick Epochas of the Greeks and Romans, of the Letters 
§. C. and 4. £..and of the Value.of Money, for which we 
refer to his Book. 


The fixth Rule concerning the-Super{cription of Medals, 
which we call Legends. 


The Words which are round the Border of the Medal 
we call the Legend, and in each Medal there’s a double 
Lesend, one on the Face fide defcribing the Perfons by 
their proper Names, Offices and Sirnames, given them: 
beeaufe of their Vertue. The other is on the Reverfe, . 
and denotcs the Vertues and famous Atchievements by 
which the Perfons have purchafed Glory to themfelves, 
and Safety to the Commonwealth ;. and fometimes the 
Reverle.does alfo contain the Offices and proper Names of 
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the Perfon. The Medals of Families do oft-times contain 
an Account of leffer Offices in the Republick, but the 
Imperial Medals do only commemorate the greatett Of- 
fices, as thofe of Augur, Tribune, Conful and Proconful : 
But the Offices of Augur and Pontif were abolifked after 
Gratian, that is, when Paganifm wes entirely fulbdued, 
And there is no farther mention of the Cozfalat, as cn- 
joyed either by the Cefars or others after Fuftinian. In 
the Medals of Towns and Provinces, becaule the Reverfe 
does for the moft part exhibit the Genius, or the Country 
Deity of fome Town or Province; hence the Name of 
Town, Province or Deity, does fometimes come in the 
Place of the Legend; and in the Reverfe the Badges of 
the Towns are often to be found either without a Legend, 
or with their Names. Famous Atchievements are repre- 
fented both by their own Evcoas and Badges, and the 
Reafon is always fubjoined under the Impreis in the Me- 
dals of the antient Roman Empire. Thofe which are 
found upon the Medals of the declining Empire, proceed 
moftly from bare Cuftom. | | 

Thefe things the Author confirms by Greek and Latin 
Examples, asalfo the manicr of the Medals promifed by 
Vows, which ceafed in the Kcign of Theodofius ; what is 
fignified by Moreyporennutoc inthe Medals of the Com- 
neni, and what by the Letters REST in the Latin Me- 
dals, and other curious things concerning the Elogies, 
Senior, Nobilis Cafar, Princeps fuventuts, the Prenomen 
Flavius, and the leaving the Word Adoption out of the 
Medals, ee. 

The Pofition of the Legend fince the Emperor Nerva’s 
time is fo, that we read from the left Hand to the 
right; but in the twelve former Cefars the Legend 
reads oftentimes from the right to the left; and this 
is to be obferved when in Greek Medals the Words 
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are to be read according to the manner of the He- 
brew. 

There are alfo fome Medals both Confular and Impe- 
rial tobe found, without Legends on either fide; and a- 
mongit thofe are to be reckoned fuchas have only the Coi- 
ner’s Name, or the Letters S. C. fecing they contribute 
nothing to the explaining of the Type. 


The feventh Rule, concerning the various Languages 
which compofe the Infcriptions and Legends of the Me- 

— dals, according to the Diverfity of the Provinces in 
which they were coined. 


We muft lay it down here for a Certainty, that the 
Language of Medals was not always conformable to the 
Diale€&t of that Province where they were coined; for 
there were abundance with Latin In{criptions coin’d, both 
in Greece and Gaul, becaufe the Latin Tongue was always 
fovereign inthofe Provinces which the Romans enjoyed : 
And tho the fame did expire with their Monarchy, yet it 
is {till made ufe of by all Chriftian Princes in their pub- 
- lick Monuments, and more noted Medals. ~ 

Next to the Latin, the Greek Tongue has the chief 
place in Medals, the Romans having taken care, not only 
to underftand, but to fpeak that Language ; and there- 
fore did not take ic ill that the Greeks fhould make ufe of 
it in their Medals, not only in thofe Provinces which were 
fubje@t to them in the Eaff, but alfoin thofe that the 
Greeks inhabited in the Weft, viz. Sicily, Gallia Narbo- 
nenfis, and {pecially Magna Gracia. | 
_ And by the way, It muft be held, as to the Hebrew 
Medals, that all thofe who bear the Image of Mofes, or 
any other Man, nay of Chrift himfelf, are counterfeit 


and new ; for the fews, even when they were fubdued by 
the 
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the Roman Emperors, did never ftamp their Heads upon 
thei: Medals ; nor does it appear that they did ever make 
Golden Medals, even in the moft flourifhing State of their 
Republick: they coined only fome of Silver and Brafs, of 
which there are fome ftill extant ; and they have an uni- 
form Legend, onone fide the words Sheke! Ifrael, on the 
other ferufalem Hakedofcha. The Imprefs on one fide is 
Aaron's Rod, and on the other a Smoaking Veffel, (which 
{eme have falfly interpreted to be the Little Ura which 
referv’d the Manna ): Nor are there any other of Brafs, 
than thofe which are mark’d with the Samaritan Chara- 
Cer. Butcare muft be taken that the Money-Amulets 
and Seals of Planets, which for the moft part have He- 
brew Infcriptions, be not confounded with the Antient 
Genuine Medals, feeing they ought rather to be rank’d 
among{t thofe Gentile Vanities which the Primitive:Chri- 
ftians condemned to the Flames. 

There are fome Arabian Medals carried about ; .but be- 
caufe they are new and barbarous, rarely imprefs’d with 
any Head, and that the Arabian Language is underftood 
by very few, they are little efteemed. 

Thole Medals which are thought to be mark’d with 
the Puzick Tongue and Character, were probably coin- 
ed by the Saracens of Spain and Africa; and it is juftly 
quettioned by fome, whether ever thofe Letters were ufed 
by the Phenicians, becaufe they differ fo much from the 
Hebrew Chara€ters, whereas there was a great Affinity 
between the Hebrew and Carthaginian Tongue. ; 

Thefeill-fhap’d Medals, whofe Imprefs and Legend is 
_alfo barbarous, are called Gothick Medals ; but unjuitly,.for 

there are ftill extant feveral Medals of the.Gothick Kings, 


which have a Reprefentation of the Roman Language 
and Majeity. 


But 
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But that we may now come to the Greek Tongue, which 
was made ufe of in Medals long before the Roman, we 
muft take notice that the Capital Letters were always 
ftamp’d upon the Medals, but fo, as there was fometimes 
a fort of Alloy amongft the Chara@ters, and in {ome of 
them there was a Mixture of Greek and Latin Letters : 
However the Charaéter continued fair till Galen’s Time, 
but after that it became lefs round and fmaller, efpecially 
in the Egyptian Medals; but from Conftantine’s Time, 
till that of Michael Rhangabes, which was joo Years, 
the Latin Tongue is only to be found in Medals, even 
thofe which were coin’d at Conftantinople; but in Mi- 
chael’s Time the Ufe of the Greek Tongue was reftored : 
but they were daily more and more debas’d, both as to 
the Charaéter and Words, till the Time of the Pa- 
leologi. 

The Latin Charaéter continues fair till the Time of 
Deciws but tor fome time after is neither fo round nor 
neat, yetthey recovered again until Suffinian’s Time ; 
after which Barbarity feiz’d upon Money, as upon other 
things. We muft take heed of accounting thofe to be 
Orthographical Miftakes, when we find V for B, or O for 
V; or when we find the 2d and 3d Vowel doubled. 

Mott of the Nations of Europe, asthe French, Englifh, 
Germans, Dutch, Sweeds, Polanders, and other Nations, 
do not only furnifh us with Coin, but alfo with Memorial 
Medals, profitable for Hiftory: Of which C/. Bizot hath 
given us a Specimen in his Dutch Hiftory; and all thofe . 
Medals have Latin Infcriptions, there being no Language 
more fit for the Titles of publick Monuments, but the 
Charafters of them, as alfo of the Books are Gorhick. The 
reft hereafter. | |

HE Defign of thofe who printed this Catalogue, 
was to inform the Publick of the Quality and Num- 
ber of this Great Man’s Books.

This was 
made appear,as we are given to underftand, by an Abridg- | 
ment of his Life printed with the Catalogue, being found 
among{t his Papers after his Death.

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great a Benefit, while almoft all other Nations of the Earth 
groan under Slavery and Oppreflion. Such a Difpofition 
is fo much againft Nature, that fure it cannot but be the 
EffeG of a violent Difeafe upon their Minds: For what 
elfe could create an Antipathy or Averfion for the beft 
Thing inthe World? Someare not fatisfied with the Le- 
gal Power that our Laws give to our Kings, and would 
fain feethem (by what Motives God knows) invefted 
with a Defpotical Power like the Grand Seignior, or the 
French King: and fome others on the contrary think that 
their Prerogatives are too great; and would make the 
Kings of England if they could, as infignificant as the 
Doges of Venice. Thefe two Extreams are doubtlefs equal- 
ly vicious and dangerous to the Wellare of the Nation; 
and thereforethe Endeavours of our Politick Phyficians 
to cure thofe Difeafes, are mightily to be commended. 

We have already feen many excellent Treatifes, (a- 
mongtt which, Honoris canfa, 1 fhall name Bibliotheca Po- 
litica) {etting forth what are the King’s Prerogatives, and 
the Liberties of the Subje&, in order to avoid for the fu- 
ture any Miftakes about that Matter: but whatever their 
Performances may be, they are fallen very fhort of the 
Reputation the Authors promifed tothemfelves. Their 
being fo Learned, and laden with fo many Quotations, 
befide their high Price, above ordinary Mens Purfes, has 
made thofe Books ufelefs to the greateft part of the Nati- 
on, I mean, the common People, for whom they ought 


to have been moft principally defigned. 


How neceffary it is to acquaint the People with our 
Conftitution, will appear by thefe Confiderations. 

1. Becaufe they are the greateft Bulk of the Nation ; 
and that it has been obferved that they can highly contri- 


bute to the turning the Scales in favour of that Party they 
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fide with; which fheweth the Neceflity of giving them 
right and jult epeciead 

“2. Becaufe of th it syeat Jealoufy for their Liberties ; 
which Zeal being det rue of Knowledg, lays them open 
rothe infim ration of crafty aed turt baller Men, who un. 
der the fpecious Pretences of Publick Good, Liberty, or 
Relision, may feck to imbroil the Nation, to cet the Pla- 
ces or Preferments, which their Merits could never ob- 
tain; whereasif they were throughly and truly acquain- 
ted with the juft Extent of the Pret ogatives of our Prin- 
ces, as well as their owa Rights and Liberties, they would 
be proof againft rhofe malicious Infiauations I have hin- 
tedat: Or clfe if their Privileges were generally viola- 
ted as they were in former Reigns, of which they could 
very eafily judg, then their Zeal may be ufeful to the 
Nation, becaufe no doubt they would fide with the right 
Party : For let People fay what they will of the Mob, as 
they callit, they want Learning, but not common Senfeor 
Honefty. 

This was never attempted, (except now and then in 
the Weekly Obfervators) but in this Brief Enquiry, in which 
the Learned Author has abridged into a {mall Manual, 
what others have writ inmany Volumes. His Stile is 
clear and natural, and his Method fhort and eafy ; fothat 
by the perufing of this ae of the moft common Ca- 
pacities may learn: What is theTrue, Antient and Le- 
gal Government of this Kingdom. 2. What are the main 
‘and moft confiderable Prerogatives of the Crows. And laft- 
ly, What are the Fundamental Rights and Liberties of the 
— » And that thefe things are fo far from being con- 

tradictory or inconfiftent, that they rather ferve and 
ftrenathen each other. 

When fay that this Book is chiefly defigned for Men: 
ef ordinary Learning, I defire to be mghtly underftood ; 
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for Ido not mean, that it 1s below Learned Men to read 
it: Iam fo far from this Opinion, that I fhall make bold 
tofay, that I have not feen hitherto fo fatisfactory an Ac- 
count of our Conftitution, and of the Original Contrad 
fo much f{poken of, nor fo plain, fo curious, and fo ju- 
dicious a Vindication of the Procecdings of the Conven- 
tion, in voting King James's Abdication, and placing their 
prefent Matefties upon the Throne. I therefore recom- 
med this Book to you, and that you would promote it a- 
mongft your honeft Countreymen, as an Antidote againft 
the falfe Infinuations of an unreafonable Party.

HE firft Defign of this Author, was to compofe a 

New Bibliotheck of the Fathers, and to infert no- 

thing therein, but fuch Works as were not fufficient to 
make upa compleat Volume of themfelves ; he intended to 
have correCted the Faults of preceding Editions, and to 
have inferted the Works of the Greeks, with new: Verfi- 
ons where the Antients were defeCtive, and to have ad- 
ded choice Gleanings and Colletions, with an Advertife- 
ment before each Treatife, to have explain’d the SubjeQ 


and Analyfis of the fame. 
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He defign’d further to havecompos’d a Preface for each 
Century, wherein he would have givena juft Idea of the 
moft remarkable Authors; their Genius, Employments, 
Learning, and Antagonuits. 

This Defign was well lik’d of by many Learned Mento 
whom the Author communicated it: But others confider- 
ing that there are many Bzbliothecks of the Fathers already, 
and that there was one printed lately at Lions larger than 
all the reft, it was judg’d more to the purpofe to write a 
Supplement by way of Critick uponevery Treatife which 
they included; and our Author applying himfeif to the 
Work, hath publifh’d his firft Tome, confifling of divers 
Differtations. 

The firft treats of the Writers of the firit Century; de- 
{cribes their Genius, their Occupations, the Occafion of 
their Writing, the Origine,Progrefs and Fall of the Herefies 
which they wrote againft: Whence the Do€trine of the 
Cathclick Church, fays our Author, in the firft Age may 
be diftin@ly learned; for the Fathers in confuring thofe 
Hercticks who faid Jefus Chrift was a meer Man, or thofe 
who held that he had only 2 Phantaftical Body, afferted 
tlie contrary Opinions, wiz. Thet Jefus Chrift was God, 
andthat he hada Realboty. Thea our Author gives us an 
Accountaf the S:ate cf the Schools, che Qualifications of 
thofe who pretided mi cher, and the Methods they took to 
ceach our Religion inthat Age. 

From thence Father Noxrry goes to the Writers of the 
firft Age, ena begins with the publick Liturgies afcrib’d 
to St. James, St. Adark, and St. Peter ; and here he pretends 
to fhow how fimric the Liturgy, and the Oblation of the 
unbloody Sacrifice sf the new Law, were at their firft In- 
ftitution; and waar wes the Extent of that Power left 
by the Divine tnfticutor to his Apoftles, to add Prayers 
and Ceremonies thereunto. ‘That which appear’d to him 
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asthe moft certain Rule to difcover what the Apoftles did 
in effect add thereunto, is toconfider attentively what hath 
been writ thereof by St. Paw/ and the three Evangelifts, or 
that which is reported concerning them by St. Fu/fin in 
one of his Apologies ; and according to this Rule he tells 
us, that he hath examin’d all that hath been faid for or 
again{t St. Fames’s Liturgy, and then gives us his Opinion 
of the Time when it appear’d firft, and why it was 
nam’d after that Apoftle. And thea he.acquaints us that 
there is more certain Evidence to prove that thofe afcribed 
to St. Mark and St. Peter are none of theirs. This is the 
Subftance of the two firft Differiations. 

His third is upon the Epiftle of St. Barnabas, of which 
he makes a very exact Aualyfis, propofes the different O- 
pinions of Authors, with the new ConjeCtures of Monficur 
Le Moine, a Proteftant Minifter, upon that Subjeét, and 
the Arguments of thofe who reject the fame as fuppofiriti- 
ous. He enquires intothe Date of it, to whom it was di- 
rected, the Manufcripts thereof which remain, how ma- 
ny Editions there have been of it, the Obfervations with 
which it hath been enriched, and the Accufation againft 
the Author, that he did not well underftand the Prophe- 
cies which regarded the Meffiah. 

The following Differtation is upon the Writings of the 
Paftor Hermas, wherein our Author ihews who he was, 
in what Age, and what Language he wrote ; how he di- 
vided his Work ; what he treatson in each Chapter; what 
Part of it istranflated into Latin, and what Eitcem the 
Antients had for it. He refutes thofe who charge Hermas 
as erroneous, and a Favourer of the Novatians, becaufe 
Tertullian fayshe was oppofite tothem. Then he examines 
if the word Hegrin, mentioned inthat Book, was {poke by 
an Angel; and if the Faft called Xerofagia was obligatory 


in the Primitive Times, and what is the Meaning of thar 
| Say- 
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Saying of Hermas, That the Apoftles preach’d to thofe who 
were in Hell, 

His next Differtation contains all that 1s to be found in 
many Volumes concerning the Letters of St. Igwatius. In 
the firft Part of his Difertation he gives us an Abridg- 
ment and Analy fis of three Letters, and offers Arguments 
to prove that they were truly wr it by St. Iomatius; and pre- 
tends to confute Monlieur Daille, another Proteftant Mi- 
nifter, who alledges that St. lenatins’s Letters were loft 
almoft as foon a writ; and that thote which we have 
now were compofed r4o Yearsafter. In the fecond Part 
he gives feveral Reafons why the Interpretations put upon 
thofe Letters are not to be alcribed to St. Ignatins. Inthe 
third he gives us an Account of the Editions or thofe Let- 
cers, their Tranflations and the Notes, and Obdfervations 
uponthem; and adds {ome new ones upon the Eucharift, 
the Altar, the Divinity of Jefus Chrift, and the Hierar- 
chy of the Church. 

In his eighth Differtation he aflerts the Truth of Se. 
Polycarp’s Letter againft Monkeur Darke, and i {putes 
againtt Monfieur Le Motne, whoowns the frit, but de- 
nies that the fecond Part of that Letter was writ by Sr. 
Polyearp. 

in his ninth he fhows that the two Letters publifhed 
under the Name ot St. Martial, arethe Work of an Im- 
poftor whe lived a long time after, and defign’d there- 
by to afcribe a great Antiquity to the Church of Li- 
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Nicholai Gurthert in Atheneo Hanovienfi SS. Theol. Dot. 
cr Prof. Ordin. Inftitutiones Thelogica. Amiterdam iz

7% know all by Experience, that good Order and Method 
are very nece “lary to teach Men with Succefs; and that 
Books that are wanting in that Point, are almoft ufelefs. ‘This has 
given occafion to fome | People to wonder, that the Holy Ghoft had 
not infpired his facred Amaauenfes with a certain Method in their 
Writings , fince his Aim was, to make Aen wife to their Salvation by 
the Faith that is in Fefus Chrift, and to divect them to all good Works, 
Sure there muft be a very wife Reafon for it, though it be unknown 
to us; but if Men may be allowed to pry a! little into thofe holy 
Secrets, I fhall offer with Humility to fay, that the Holy Ghoit 
has not thought fit to follow any regular Method, in order to 
exercife the Induftry of pious Men; and that thofe who are to 
teach others, fhould find always Occupation enough in the Read- 
ing and Expounding of the Holy Writings. If there were no other 
Books in the World, the Bible, I dare fay, would be fufficient to 
take up a Man’s w hole Life; ; as every Body may guefs by the large 
Commentaries, that have already been made upon it, and thofe 
that come out every day. 

Many People, I know, are againf{ Commentaries, Inftitutions, 
Breviaria vel Majora Syftemata ; but I could never yet fee any good 
Reafon againft fuch Works, provided they be written with Piety 
and a religious Caution. They are only a Mcthodical Difpofition 
of the Divine Truths contained and difperfed in the Books 
Qeomveuscis, contrived by the Labour and Studies of Learned Men.

The different Secds he 
mentions, may alfo feem unufual; betthe leaft Attention is enongh 
to difcover that by the Delrwering Seed, we mult underftand Fe fis 
Chrift the Redeemer of the World, by the Delivere:!
